deaths than in a similar period of last 
_ year and well under the national average, 
State Patrol records show. 

Total deaths this year were 737, com- 
pared with 747 for last year, Lt. R. V. 
Richards of the Patrol accident reporting 
division said. The national average shows 
| a 2'per cent increase. 

On the basis of travel increase and the 
records of preceding years, safety experts 
had forecast an overall rise ef 14 per cent 
in Georgia traffic deaths this year. This 
would have brought deaths for the hine 
months to 85l1—or 114 higher than the 
number killed.

Nehru Vows 
French Must 
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Quit Colony

NEW DELHI, India, Nov. 2 (#—' 

Prime Minister Nehru today 
voiced his government's determi-, 
nation to oust France and Portugal 
from tiny colonial pockets on the 
Indian sub-continent. 

The prime minister spoke at a 
news conference prior to the open- 
ing of parliament Wednesday. He 
referred to his. recent Madras 
statement in which he declared 
that French Pondicherry and Por- 
tuguese Goa, as well as other 
enclaves held by those two coun- 
tries within India, ‘‘must inevita- 
bly belong’’ to India. 


B. Shiva Rao, Indian delegate 
to the United Nations, yesterday’ 
told the Assembly Trusteeship 
Committee in New York that five 
years of pleas to France and Por- 
tugal to get out have been fruit- 
less. He warned that India’s pa- 
tience would not last forever. 


Shiva Rao declared the two spots 
have become a smugglers’ para- 
dise, that India is losing revenues 
because of them, and that sen- 
timent in India. is. unmistakably 
for forcing the foreigners out. 

“The British left us and our 360 
million people free five years ago, 
but a little less than a million are | 
still not free,’’ Shiva Rao said. 


Nehru t6ld newsmen his recent 
Madras statement that conditions 
in’ French India rendered a pleb-' 

ite impossible was ‘‘not made’! 
on the spur of the moment—it 
represents the attitude of this gov- 
ernment.’’ 


Asked whether this méant that 
India was denouncing a 1948 agree- 
ment with France for plebiscites 
to determine the future of the dis- 
puted areas, Nehru declared: 
“that agreement is. already de- 
nounced by the succession of 
events of hoodlumism in French 
Indian territory.” 


The small territory of Chander- 
magore near Calcutta was turned 
over by France to India this year.

Powers rise and fall, 
being replaced with others built on the 
ruins arid wreckage of the past. Today 
we face a situation new to the world— 
two great powers, instead of the his- 
torical balance of power. It is not merely 
that—it is also the meeting, head-on, of 
two ideologies—that of freedom and in- 
dividual opportunity and the Commu- 
nist tyranny of the ‘“‘state.” 

It would- appear to those who will 
face the facts of our times, and,who are 
not persuaded by wishful thinking or 
promises of easy solutions to problems 
which most assuredly will not be easily 
solved, that the only vision and under- 
standing of that fact has been by Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson. 

We do not want to consider war the 
only solution. The odds are that we are 
in a period of transition. As we have 
had, and yet have, a “cold war,” we will 
not have a real and sincere peace, but a 
“cold peace” bought with strength and a 
full understanding of the Communists. 

Communism is more than a domestic 
threat. We seem to have met and de- 
‘feated the Communist efforts in this 
country. The problem of their agents 
remains, but we have, through trial and 
error, learned that the Communist party 
and Communists are not really political 
in the sense we know political parties, 
but are enemy agents. There is no sensi- 
ble person who now thinks America will 
“go Communist.” The FBI, an awakened 
people and their enforcement agencies 
can contend with the spies, and with 
further propaganda efforts. 

But there remains the survival prob- 
lem of meeting communism on the 
world front—of saving..what is left of 
Asia~and a great area of it remains— 
and of saving Europe, with all its skills, 
materials, and its people who have a 
long history of adherence to freedom. 

It is chiefly for that reason that we 
turned to Adlai Stevenson, the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 

To be sure there were and are other 
reasons. All of them soon became acute 
as General Eisenhower, a good man and 
an innocent man, was led to believe 
that, having defeated the worst in his 
party*he should turn to winning them 
instead of winning America which was 
waiting for leadership—the Democrats 
at that time offering none. 

We soon saw this innocent man led 
from appeasement to appeasement, and 
from rationalization of the smaller com- 
promises of principles to easier accept+ 

_ ance of larger ones. 

His apologists say that if he wins he 
will again become the man who won the 
nomination. We think, too, that if elect- 
ed, he will try. But he will not be 
able to. Lesser men have him bound. 

In reaffirming our support, we think 
candor makes it necessary to say that 
had we originally given it to General 
Eisenhower, his saddening compromises 
and shifts would have made it necessary 
to abandon it and give it to Governor 
Stevenson. 

Certainly Stevenson has shown an 
awareness and knowledge of the world 
problem as well as the domestic. He has 
brought to politics a Courageous adher- 
ence to principle no matter what the 
cost, which has heartened men every- 
where and wrung from the opposition 
grudging admiration. He has had the 
same answers in every section of the 
country. We think, more than ever, that 
the Democratic party and Adlai Steven-

Newsmen Decide 
It?s Horse Race 


WASHINGTON—Nothing better illustrates 
the uncertainty of the election outcome than 
the “poll of 50 selected Washington corre- 
spondents and news commentators by News- 
week magazine. It is the collective opinion 
of this group of observers, rated as experts in 
the field of political prognostication, that the 
presidential contest is a horse race between 
Gov, Adlai Stevenson and Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower, the two major party candidates. 

The Washington news writers, all sea- 
soned observers of national political events, 
are almost evenly divided on which candi- 
date will win. Twenty-six 
of them pick Stevenson 
to come out on top, thus 
giving the Democrats a 
slight edge, while 24 think 
Eisenhower will be the 
victor. 

The average of the es- 
timates of electoral votes 
going to each candidate 
was even closer, It could 
not have been much 
closer, in ‘fact. ose 
ea a Stevenson gave him an average of 
267 votes, or just one more than the num- 
ber necessary to win, while the average for 
the general was 264. 

Several of the correspondents stressed 
that there were so many uncertainties in the 
campaign that their forecasts could be little 
more than expressions of their ‘‘hunches.’’ 
It is interesting to note that of the 50 se- 
lected,to take part in the poll, 29 expressed a 
personal preference for Stevenson against 
15 for Eisenhower. The remaining six gave 
no choice. 

Predictions as to the line-up in the new 
Congress also pointed to a Democratic vic- 
tory, though by a narrow margin. Twenty- 
seven foresaw Democratic control of the 
House, with 23 predicting a Republican 
House. Because of the more favorable po- 
sition Democrats occupy with respect to 
Senate vacancies to be filled this year, a 
slightly greater number predicted that the 
Dernocrats will retain majority control of 
the upper chamber. 

The Newsweek poll of top Washington 
political writers reflects the general uncer- 
tainty among other’ experts of the country 
in the: field of election trends. Both the 
betting odds and the public sentiment polls 
by the professional polisters have been in- 
conclusive. While such pollsters as Dr. Gal- 
lup have given Eisenhower a slight edge, 
they appear to lay down a cushion sufficient- 
ly broad to absorb any margin of error, re- 
membering what happened to them in 1948, 
no coubt. 

The correspondents will be out to regain 
the reputations they lost as experts four 
years ago, when all 50 of those taking part 
in a similar Newsweek poll predicted a

Urging Korea Withdrawal 


Ike a Member of Joint Chiefs 
At Time of Decision He Assailed 


UTI 


Chiefs of Staff made these points: 


1. ‘‘The Joint Chiefs of Staff con- 
sider that, from the standpoint of 
military security, the United States 
has little strategic interest in main- 
taining the present troops and 
bases in Korea for the reasons 
hereafter stated.’’ 


2. If war broke out in the Far 
East the U. S. occupation forces 
would be ‘‘a military liability’ and 
could not be supported without 
large reinforcements before the 
outbreak .of hostilities. 


3. But if an enemy established 
strong air and naval bases in 
Korea, he, could interfere with 
United States activities in east 
China, Manchuria, the Yellow Sea, 
Sea of Japan and adjacent islands. 


4. Because of the ‘‘severe short- 
ages of military manpower,” the 
force of 45,000 United States troops 
in Korea *‘could well be used ‘else- 
where.”’ Their withdrawal ‘‘would 
not impair the military position of 
the Far East command unless, in 
consequence, the Soviets estab- 
lished military strength in South 
Korea capable of mounting an as- 
sault in Japan.”’ 


9. The occupation of Korea was 
requiring ‘“‘very large expenditures 
for the primary purpose of pre- 
venting disease and disorder which 
might endanger our occupation 
forces with little, if any, lasting 
benefit to the security of the 
United States.”’ 

6. Reports from Korea indicated 
that the lack of progress toward an 
independent Korea, if not offset by 
a pregram of economic, political 
and cultural rehabilitation, prob- 
ably would result in violent dis- 
order, making the position of the 
United States occupation ‘forces un- 
tenable. ‘‘A precipitate withdraw- 
al of our forces under such circum- 
stances would lower the military 
prestige of the United States, quite 
possibly to the extent of adversely 
affecting co-operation in other 
areas more vital to the security 
of the United States.’’ 

The withdrawal recommended in 
this memorandum began in the fol- 
lowing year, 1948, and was com-' 
pleted in 1949.

Miss Rohan was in Atlanta to address the Friday night meeting 
of Alcoholics Anonymous, after which she went to Macon to speak 
to the Georgia Nurses Association convention. 

In addition to her work in the alcoholics ward of the Knicker- 
bocker Hospital in New York, she busies herself with recruiting 
nurses for the task of taking care of alcoholics—a job which she said 
is very rewarding.

report on his progress and to repeat his thankfulness.”’ 


Miss Rohan said that the first five days in.an alcholic center 
were the hardest for the patients and for the nurses. She said ‘‘a 
true picture’ of the average alcholic was more important to the 
nurse than in most cases and she described the average. 

“It is my pet theory,”’ she said, ‘“‘that alcholics are the same as 
everybody else, only more so. The big difference is that they seek 
release from a compulsive habit that rapidly robs them of their hu- 
man dignity and that has only recently been recognized as a disease.” 

The best attitude for a nurse to develop, she said, is one described 
by a physician as useful in handling a child—‘‘an appearance of 
grave respect, deep understanding and broad tolerance, with no 
recrimingtions.’”’ 


“This sympathetic group therapy is so powerful that I have’seen 
a new patient who couldn't hold his head in his hands a few moments 
before, ask for a razor so he can shave and begin to look a little more 
presentable,’’ Miss Rohan said. 

There are already 38 clinics in operation in this country and 
many more will open this year, one here.

Navy pilot were selected to fly the first American air mail from 
Nassau, N. Y., to Mineola Field, N. Y., in the Atlantan’s new 
biplane. Stories of the proposed flight were read avidly by citi- 
zens from coast to coast. Just before taking off, Hopkins wrote 
a letter to The Constitution, which he carried on\the history-making 
hop. Picked up by train, it was delivered on Oct. 2, 1911, the first 
air-mail letter received in Atlanta. A month later, Hopkins and 
the Curtiss company sponsored Georgia’s first air meet on the 
site of the present Atlanta airport. The event was a sensation. 
A story in The Constitution on Nov. 17, 1911 said: “Lincoln Benchley 
did some dips and turns during the day without having either hand 
on the steering apparatus, guiding the machine with the motions 
of his body.”’ Interest in aviation reached a‘ high pitch in 1926 
when the first official air-mail schedule was established between 
Atlanta and Miami. This line was abandoned six months later. 
In 1928, after emergency landing fields and beacon lights for night 
flying were installed by the U. S. Department of Commerce, reg- 
ular flights’ to New York were inaugurated.

That 
is what these dismal prophets 
counsel Americans to do. 


CITES THEM 


These conceptions were never 
better expressed or more appro- 
priately espoused than in the cam- 
paign song of the party now Striv- 
ing to stay in power: “Don't Let 
Them Take It Away.”’ 

That is a hymn to the status 
quo. It is a call, not to get out 
and get going, but to hole up and 
hold on. It is a fitting song... for 
those who believe in a tired, mid- 
dle-aged America. 

There is nothing in this philos- 
ophy of the stuff that made Amer- 
ica great. There is nothing in it 
to evoke. that. extra American 
greatness which these times and 
the immediate future demand.
